The attendance Tuesday afternoon 
at the rt*jrular meeting of the Wom­ 
an’s Club 
was small and but little 
work was 
taken up. Mrs. Shanks 
being absent, there was no class 
in 
Parliamentary Laws. 
The following 
lett* r of interest to all members of 
the Club was read: 
You will recall that in 
1919 the 
Legislative Department of 
the Gen­ 
eral Federation of 
Women’s Clubs 
asked your assistance in securing the 
passage of a Bill providing that pow­ 
er be given to the W ar Department 
to LEND the surplus camp 
equip­ 
ment to the United States Training 
Corps, an organization having for its 
objective “ the promotion and mainte­ 
nance of the health of women.” 
Under the 
pressure 
of post-war 
legislation and the impending presi­ 
dential election, this Bill did not get 
out of the Committees on Military Af­ 
fairs of the House and the Senate— 
where it still remains. 
Under another cover, I am sending 
you a copy of the “ Hearings” which 
the United States Training Corps had 
before these Committees, a peru*od 
of which will refresh your recollec­ 
tion of the Bill and its purpose. 
We are about to make a determined 
effort to secure the passage of 
the 
Bill this April, and to this end we 
need the concerted action of W’omen’s 
Clubs which have been the most en­ 
thusiastic and powerful supporters. 
May we ask that you bring 
this 
m atter to the attention of your Club 
and ask for a resolution of endorse­ 
ment of H. ft. 4096 in the flouse and 
SenateB ill S. 3151, and that you no­ 
tify Hon. Julius Kahn, Chairman of 
House Military Affairs 
Committee 
and Senator

W’. Wadsworth 
Chairman of Senate Military Affairs 
Committee;

ing Corps has conducted two “ Demon­ 
stration ( amps.” 


In 1919 a camp was established on 
the shores of Eike Geneva, Wis. With 
a notice of two w«*eks, 
only, more 
women than could he accommodated 
applied 
for 
admission. 
They cam«* 
from twenty-two states of the Union 
and it was a complete and undisputed 
success. 


in 1920 the Club women of 
North 
Carolina aaked to have a camp situ­ 
ated at Asheville, N. C. 
They under­ 
took the management under the -u- 
pervision of the United States Train­ 
ing Corps, and the Board of Trade of 
Asheville underwrote the project. 
The local committee was obliged to 
buy or rent tentage, camp equipment, 
grounds, etc., because the Bill 
had 
not passed, and the W’ar Department 
was not authorized to lend the same, 
but in spite of this the camp was self- 
supporting,, nml th«* m en of Asheville 
were so pleased with the result that 
they have made Asheville the “per­ 
m anent” location for the southeast. 
The Asheville Camp, therefore, will 
open this year July 16th and run for 
three period* of two weeks each, clos­ 
ing A ugust 27th, 1921. 
They are pre­ 
paring for one thousand women, build­ 
ing permanent mess 
hall,

A fter 
exploring the country just north 
of the Potomac he persuaded 
King Charles I to grant him 
this territory. 
In honor of the 
queen, Henrietta M aria, this new 
colony was called Maryland. 
The payment for this grant 
was specified as two Indian ar­ 
rows a year, together with a 
fifth part of all precious metals 
which might be mined. 
As the 
colony produced no gold or sil­ 
ver the cost of M a r y l a n d 
amounted to only the two ar­ 
rows each year, and Lord Balti­ 
more became to all intents an«l 
purposes an Independent sover­ 
eign. 
As a matter of fuct the 
charter was not Issued until just 
after the death of Lord Balti­ 
more, but as the deed was hered­ 
itary it descended to the second 
Lord Bultlmor«*, under whom the 
ffrst settlement was made at St. 
Mary’s In 1634. This hereditary 
monarchy continued in force un­ 
til, under the sixth Lord Balti­ 
more, the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence in 1776 brought it to 
an end. 
In 1788 Maryland adopted the 
Constitution and took its place 
as the seventh state in the 
Union. 
Its area totals 12,327 
square miles, and it Is thickly 
populated, so that Maryland is 
entitled 
to eight 
presidential 
electors.

from twenty-two states of the Union 
and it was a complete and undisputed 
success. 
In 1920 the Club women of

'arolina asked to have a camp situ­ 
ated at Asheville, N. C. 
They under­ 
took the management under the su­ 
pervision of the United States Train­ 
ing Corps, and the Board of Trade of 
Asheville underwrote the project. 
The local committee was obliged to 
buy or rent tentage, camp equipment,

supporting,, and the men of Asheville 
were so pleased with the result that 
they have made Asheville the “per­ 
manent” location for the southeast.

damage, Germany contended th a t she 
should be expected to pay no more 
than the proportional cost of replant­ 
ing orchards, which should be deter­ 
mined by the difference between the 
age of the tree when destroyed and 
the normal life of the tree, according 
to an official announcement. 
Germany recognized 
that compen­ 
sation was due for the destruction of 
forests to the value of the wood de­ 
stroyed or carried away, and also for 
reforestation, provided the felled trees 
were of no commercial value.
